Not the only heroes of war were those 
who bore the musket and sword.

The Gavel.to Be Used Georgia Day 


at Jamestown. 
| The gavel which will be used at the 

Georgia day exercises tomorrow at the 
\Jamestown exposition belongs to Mrs. 
| Willlam Lawson Peel, honorary president 
from Georgia Daughters of the American 
Revolution, and founder of Joseph Hd@ber- 
sham chapter, Daughters of the Amert- 
can Revolution. It is quite appropriate 
that the gavel be used on this special 
occasion, since Mr. Roosevelt is an hon- 
rary member of the chapter, having been 
elected in the year !900. 

The gavel wag given to Mrs. Peel dy 
Mr. W. L. Traynham, who in his letter 
of presentation to Mrs. Peel, gives the 
history of the relic as follows: 

‘Mrs. Peel: It affords me preasure to 
present to you the gavel herewith, and 
regarding the history, I have the follow- 
ingg to say: 

“The body is from a locust tree near 
the Moore house. 

‘The inlaid strips in the body are from 
a cherry tree that grew on the spot 
where Washington's headquarterg were 
located at the time of the surrender. 
One half of the handle is from a piece 
of wood out of the Moore house; the 
other half is from a cedar that grew on 
the spot where Cornwallis surrendered 
his sword. 

‘The small oval at one end of the body 
ii@ from a piece of wood taken from 
Nelson’s house, where Cornwallis’ head- 
| quarters were located. 

“The oval at the other end is a but- 
, ton from the coat of one of Washing- 
, ton's soldiers, fastened on with nails 
‘out of the first custom housg uilt in 
ithe United States, and the little projec- 
ition at the top of the body is aiso @ 
ptece out of the custom house. 

“The entire collection of woods ma«&- 
ing up the gavel came from Yorktown, 
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scene of the proudest achievement of 
his life. 

“In this house, which sheltered Wash- 
ington, Lafayette and Rochambeau, was 
consummated one of the most decisive 
surrenders in the world’s history, and 
it was by hig succesg at this time that 
Washington earned the appellation of 
‘Father of his Country.’ it was historic 
before the surrender, being the home of

ness of French government lotteries that 
he refused to believe he cou™. receive 
the money, even when a check for the 
amount came to hand. At last he was 
persuaded to cash the check, Accompa- 
nied by a few friends, who were going 
to get the money “or know why,’ he 
set out for Paris. They tavaded the 
Hetei de Villé, arab came away gaping 
with astonishment ‘because the check 
was cashed the moment he handeg it in. 

There are not a few other people in 
this country: who, unacquainted with the 
workings of a foreign state lottery, are 
under the impression that a certain 
and swindling is at- 
to such financial transactions. 
As a matter of fact, no business concern 
could be more fairly and honorai\» con- 
ducted than a French governrient ist- 
tery. These affairs are carried out un- 
der the auspices of the state, and it is 
obvious that the latter is boucd to see 
that the public who risk their money in 
them are dealt with in a fair ang honest 
manner. 

The French state lotteries are worked 
or. a system which, while putting for- 
tumes into the pockets of lucky individ- 
uals, enables the country bo raise loans 
when requtred. Each stock or bond, 
besides earning a small rate of interest, 
entitles the holder to participate in a 
series of drawings for prizes, ranging 
in value from a sovereign to several 
thousand pounds. The bonds range 
from $7.50 to $300, and, being made pay- 
able to bearer, can Se turned into ceady 
money wery easily. 

The drawings for prizes must, accord- 
ing to law, take place in public, and no 
one, whether a Sondholder or not, can 
be refused admittance to the Credit 
Foncier, where the drawimg takes place. 
At every drawing the governor of the 
pank and other high officials are pres- 
ent, whose duty it is to superintend tite 
whole proceedings. At the commence- 
ment one of them reads out a list of 
big prizes to be drawn for, amd also 
states the number of bonds which are 
tc be redeemed at par. 

Each number is drawn by a boy from a 
fevolving wheel or drum, varying in 
height from 4 feet to 8 feet—according 
to the number of people participating in 


| the lottery. This boy is usually obtained 


from a neighboring orphanage or similar 
institution, anmq the sum of ten francs |s 
placed to his credit in his savings bank 
book as payment for his services. Be- 
fore inserting his hand in the aperture 
the boy faces the audience with his hand 
in the afr, fingers outspread, and his 
arm bare to the elbow, to show that he 
is concealing nothing before making tne 
draw. 

As he draws each little scroN from 
the wheel of fortune, the presiding offi- 
cial takes off the copper covering and 


passing it round to members of the press 
And so the drawing 
goes on, until the whole of the prize- 
' winning numbers have been drawn.

peoyle are mere superstitious. Dream 
pooks are largely published ami bought, 
while any untoward event is looked upon 
as furnishing a clew to lucky numbers. 

Some time ago, for instance, a serious 
accident occurred at Genoa. Two horses 
bolted, fell headlong from an elevated 
piazza into a street beloWs, and were 
killed, a lamp post being upset in their 
fall. Immediately those who witnessed 
the tragedy decided to play the following 
numbers: Two (number of the horses), 
‘five (equivalent of horse), ninety (mean- 
ing accident), amd sixteen and forty (the 
numbers painted on the lamp post which 
was upset), By a curious fluke every 
One of the numbers came out, and over 
6,000,000 lira—$!,250,000—-was won. 

In Austria and Germany, too, govern- 
ment lotteries are flourishing institutions. 
What is known as the Royal Prussian 
lottery has monthly drawings, and the 
number of tickets disposed of for each 
event is close on 280,000. Owing to 


their high price, however, these are sel- 


dom held in their integrity, and tickets 
for small fractions of each are issued. 
Never during a whole century has the 
holder of an undivided ticket won the 
great stake, though thousands have won

RUN AND STEEL 
MADE RUST-PROOF 


Great Discovery by a Chemist 
of Birmingham, 


He Has Devised Cheap Process by 
Which Iron and Steel Are Made 
Impervious to Rust and 
Thus Made Indestruc, 
tible. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 
Special Cable. 

Birmingham, June !.—To the ordinary 
man, probably, a process which renders 


steel and iron rust proof would hardly 
appear to be of great importance. But 
any one who has any practical famii 
iarity with these metals and the gigantic 
part they play in modern life will at 
ence recognize its tremendous import. 
Rust {is thé insidious fog which robs 
Steel and fron of their strength. If it 
continues unchecked, in time it makes of 
the strongest beam but a broken rei. 
Anything that prevents it means aa 
indefinite prolongation of the life of the 
matertal indispensable to modern civat- 
zation. It would mean, too, a saviog 
of n@ilions annually, in paint and othe- 
preparations which are now employei 
to keep rust at bay and have to be as 
frequently renewed. 

In this city, the center of England's 
steel and iron industry, lives a man 
who claims to have solved the prob- 
lem, and he backs up his claims by 
evidence which appears to substantiat- 
them. Thomag Watts Coslett is his 
name. He runs what in America would 
be called a retail drug store, but he 
will not continue to run it long if his 
invention pans out as he {fs sure it will. 
I called on him today and he gave me 
some account of his discovery. 

‘Born among coal and iron in the 
Black country,” he said, “TI have alwaye 
been interested in problems pertain rg 
to iron and steel. Six or seven years 
ago I was asked by a customer to de- 
vise for him a process for blackenins 
steel manufactures, and some one jocu- 
larly suggested that they should . ope 
made rust-resisting, too. Persevering, I 
did succeed. My process is based upo? 
the utilization of phosphorus. It 1s 
forced into the surface of the tron 
or steel, inducing a chemical change 
upon the surface of the metal which 
renders it impervious to rust. The 
process has been patented in Great 
Britain and abroad, and a number of 
manufacturers connected with various 
branches of the metal trades have al- 
ready taken ft up, working it by license.” 

Mr. Coslett explained the practical 
application of his discovery, but inas- 
much as some foreign patents are stil’ 
pending, he thought it prudent not ‘o 
disclose for publication the full tecnni- 
cal details. He however, show6éd me 
communications from a number of man- 
ufacturing houses of high reputation, 
showing that his claims had been made 
good in actual experience of the work- 
He also produced 
specimens of steel which has been treat- 
ed by the process and had afterwards 
been exposed for six months to the full 
effects of a damp climate. They showed 
no trace of rust. 

The system, according to Mr. Coslet:, 
is exceedingly simple to work; it only 
occupied four hours from beginning *to 
end, and any intelligent unskilled man 
is capable of dealing with it. The cost 
of the solution is trifling, and the appa- 
ratus employed its such as is read:'y7 
available anywhere.

Born at the little town of 
Mondovi, near Cuneo, 65 yearg ago, the 
Italian premier is one of the men, rare 
in Buropean politics, but numerous in 
American public life, who, from humble 


beginnings and with no adventitious aid, 


have forced their way, by sheer hard 
work right to the top. The son of 4 
small local official, who died soon after 
the child was born, he grew up in the 
stern climate of that northern region, 
and from the first enjoyed a sturdy 
physique, but few other advantages. At 
the University of Turin he studied law 
with such diligence that he accom- 
plished* in three years what other stu- 
dents took five to finish. He was then 
known &g a serious, silent youth, wholly 
occupied with his own affairs. For some 
years the young lawyer continued to fill 
One legal post after another—always ad- 
vancing, when 24 he was made a crown 
eonsul. So unusual was such an appoint- 
ment at that age that it prompted 4 
comic paper at Turin to print a cartoon 
in which blind justice was depicted pre- 
senting the country with a beby—Giovan- 
ni Giolitti, the new crown consul, 


Quit Law for Politics. 

.But the overstocked legal profes- 
sion did not bring him in much money. 
So when, before he was thirty, he 
was offered a clerical position in the 
ministry of finance, he accepted the 
billet with alacrity. The work was 
exactly fitted to his laborious tem- 
perament and love of minute details. 
He s00n gained a reputation as an 
official who had masses of intricate 
and aria figures at his finger’s ends, 
ang one fiscal minister after another 
was glad to suck the brains of this 
indomitable explorer in the pathless 
regions of fiscal policy. 

Until he was 40, Giolitti continued 
to do the work for which others 
reaped the credit.

ability. He wag elected to the cham- 
ber of deputies from Piedmont. In 
parliament he spoke of what he knew 
—dry, sternly practical subjects, such 
as banks and pensions and tariffs— 
with such success that when Crisp! 
came into power, ana wanted to re- 
place an out-going minister of the 
treasury, he chose an expert for the 
post in the person of the Piedmontese 
deputy. 

That was a big lft to Giolitti, and 
one that aroused much jealousy 
among other deputies of his party, 
who had been much longer in par- 
lfament without tasting the sweets of 
office. It was then it first began to 
be whispered that Giolitti had the evil 
eye. Nothing had been noted in his 
career thus far to justify it. But the 
chance was worth taking that some- 
thing might happen. That is the 
beauty of the evil eye. It is: pretty 
sure, in the long run, to fit to some 
extent any one to whom it is applied. 
As things go in this vale of tears dire 
misfortune in one form or another is 
bound to overtake some among one’s 
acquaintance or associaets. 

However, some time elapsed before 
things began to play into the hands 
of those who were bent on side-track- 
ing Giolitti. He dia not remain a 
member of Crispi’s cabinet long. The

he resigned. Therein he revealed one 
of the secrets of hfs strength—faith 
in himself, combined with the courage 
of his: convictions.

His Wife Never Seen. 

His wife is never seen in society. 
He married her in the days of his 
early struggles with poverty when nho- 
body ever dreamed—least of all, prob- 
ably, himself—that he would some day 
be prime minister of Italy. It is re- 
lated of her that once in those days 
she saved from her meager housekeep- 
ing allowance enough money to buy 
herself a silf dress. Before she bought 
it her husband received an invitation 
to an official function which neces- 
sitated the wearing of a dress suit. He 
Gidn’t possess one, nor the money tv 
buy one. “I can do without a silk 
dress,” said his wife, “but you must 
have a dress suit. If you don’t attend 
miss a chance of 
advancement.” He demurred, for he is 
a good husband, but it ended, of course, 
in a dress suit being bought instead of 
a silk dress.

They 
show that Glolitti is a man of studious 
habits. But the only’ things in the 
rooms which indicate that Giolitti is a 
man of mark are the number of signed 
photographs of celebrities, several of

If he feels the odium which attaches 
to him because of the curse with whica 
he is supposed to be afflicted he gives 
no sign of it. He is not the only Italian 
in public life who has been invested by 
popular imagination with the evil eye 
The career of Count Morigi, a talented 
and ambitious. deputy, has been entirely 
blighted by it. ®ut G#olitti is probably 
too strong a@ man to be downed by 
euperstitions.

UNIS, !907.—(Special Correspond- 
enoe.)—I have spent the whole of 
today among the ruins of Car- 

thage. The French bave been excavat- 
ifig there, and are making many discov- 
e188. The ruins lie on the shore of the 
Mediterranean sea beyond the fake on 
which Tunis is situated, and cover some 
thousands of acres. The center of old 
Carthage was about twelve miles from 
this city, and the Phoenician capital 
peached even to Tunis itself. The city 
had a wall twenty-three riiles long to 
defend that part of it which was back 
from the sea, and it is said to have 
had more than a million inhabitants in 
the height of its glory. When it wa. 
destroyed, after its long war with Rome, 
it contained more than seven hundred 
thousand people, and during that war it 
furnished armies of enormous size. When 
Hannival went from Spain to ° invade 
Italy he took 90,000 men and forty ele- 
phants with him over the Pyrences and 
the Alps; and during the first Punio 
war a fleet started out from Carthage 
with 380 ships of a capacity of 150,000 
troops. Wach of the ships had an iron 
beam to ram the boats of the enemy, 
and the’ sailors were the best of the then 
world. 
Carthage the Mighty.. 

That was during the closing days of 
Carthage the Mighty. 
stroyed it a short time later, and plow- 
ed up the ground upon which it stood. 
Later still they founded a city upon its 
site, and made it their capital of Africa. 
and it was for a iong time the third 
city of the world. 

Farther on in this letter I shall tell 
you how the ruins of Roman Carthage 
are still to be seen here. 

Far more interesting to me is Car- 
thage the Mighty, that famous city 
which was favored by Juni, Jupiters 
henpecking wife, and founded by Dido, 
the Jewish princess of Tyre. Dido's 
husband had been assassinated by her 
‘own brother, Pygnalion, and Dido had 
fled and ecome to this part of North 
Africa. Like that other Jewess of fic- 
tion, Jessica, old Shylock’s daughter, 
she did not go away empty nanded, but 
loaded her ship with the treasures ot 
the royal palaces of herself and brother, 
and took enough people along with her 
to start a new empire. 

Queen Dido’s Big Bargain. 

When she first set foot on African 
soll Queen Dido bought some land of

ana they had commercial centers 
everywhere. They were among the 
richest people of the world and about 
the best traders. They carried on 
business as a close corporation. They 
did not ellow foreigners to deal with 
their colonies, and such as dared do 
so were ceptured and drowned. A8s 
time went on, they sent caravans 
across the Sahara to the Soudan and 
over the Libyan desert to the valley of 
the Nile. 


Carthage in B. C. 500. 


Lying before me as I write is a 
picture of old Cathage as it was re- 
cently reproduced by a French anti- 
quartan. The city was of vast ex- 
tent, and its character was somewhat 
like that of the great Oriental capi- 
Aals of today. Its buildings were 
white and flat-roofed. It had a wall 
about it, and this wall was higher 
than the great wall of China. It was 
over fifty-five feet high, and the tow- 
ers, which were found at regular in- 
tervals upon the wall, were many 
feet higher. The walls were used for 
a defense and for a barracks to con- 
tain the army as well. In them were 
stalls for 300 war elephants, 4,000 
war horses, and storage places suffi- 
cient to supply all with fooa. There 
Were. quarters in the walls for 
larmer army than the United States 
had at the breaking out of the Spanish 
war, and this wall, as I have said, was 
(over twenty miles long.

Suppose 
you ovuld blot from the face of the 
United States either Boston, Philadel- 
phia or St. Louis. Suppose you could 
destroy all the buildings and cover them 
| ‘with earth. Then let them lie for de- 
'cadeg and budld other great cities on top. 
| Then destroy these cities and let the 
storms and dust of a thousand years 
settle upon them and you may have some 
idea of the comiition of the ruins of 
Carthage today. You must add, how- 
ever. the tombs in which the ancients 
were accustomed to put jewelry and 
other relics, and tmagine fhat the de- 
struction was guch that much of the be- 
longings of the people were left in the 
debris. 

It is now more than twenty-seven hun- 
dred years siimre the first buildings of 
Carthage were erected, and many of the 
objecte 1 gaw today were more than Two 
thousand years old. <As I went over the 
ruine I observed the Arab farriiers plow- 
ing up bits of pottery and pieceg of mar- 
ble, which were parts of houses more 
than twenty centuries ago, and I have 
been bothered all day by dark-faced 
Mohammedans begging me to buy Car- 
thaginian coins in use long before 
Christ, and cameos the size of my finger 
nail. which were probably worn in the 
rings of those Punic maidens when ail 
the world Wag young. so 

I can’t ‘begin to describe the extent 0 
the ruins. By this I do not mean the 
remains of great temples and palaces, of 
theaters and tombs. 
paratively few; but there are vast tracts 
covered with bits of pottery, preces ol 
broken marble, half ground up bricks and 
bits of mosaic. Such remaing cover the 
ground. The sheep and goats feed among 
them and they are plowed and harrowed 
and pulverized by cultivation to fertilize 
the crops of the present. 

’ In the Theaters. 

My way to Carthage was over an ex- 
cellent road which runs aroung the bay. 
The scenery is beautiful, and the flamin- 
goes fly over the water, showing their 
pink plumage as they probably did in 
the past. All along the roads we saw 
Arebs plowing their farms. Here and 
there was a little camp of Bedouins 
watching their flocks; and when we left 
the road and drove across the plowed 
flelds we passed through a flock of fat- 
tailed sheep and black goats driv&h by 
natives. 

Nearly all our way was over the ruins 
o* Carthage, and we were now in what 
was almost the heart of the ancient city. 
The ground was so covered with marble 
and pottery that we felt like getting out 
and looking for relics, and, ingeed, dur- 
ing the whole day my eyes have been

the location o€ this greatest city of an- 
tiquity at a semewhat simiMr price. Ac- 
cop@ng to tradition, she told the natives 
that she only wanted a patch of land 
big enough to be inclosed in a bull's hide 
and they made a contract of sale on 
those terms.

Thte land itself was exceed- 
ingly mich, and the countsy about it 
produc¢éd so abundantly that it was for 
centuries one of the granaries of the 
world. 
A Great Business Cilty. 

As 1 drove owt to Carghage today I 
gaw several American windmills on 
great towers of steel, agitating the air 
inhabited by the ghosts of the old 
Carthaginians. The windmills came 
from Chicago, and the city on whose 
site they now stand once ranked far 
greater than Chicago does. It was the 
chief business center of the old world, 
and it had its captains of industry and 
trust magnates just as Chicago has now. 
Founded by Dido 2,787 years’ before 
Christ, it was prominent when Athens 
was young. and long before Rome had 
begun to be. 

The Carathaginians had their colo- 
nies throughout the known world 
They owned the greater part of Sicily 
and many other Mediterranean isl- 
ands, and had large settlements on 
the Spanish peninsula. More than 2,000 
years before Bartholomew Diaz or 
Vasco da Gama started out to explore 
Africa, Hanno, the Cathaginian, had 
sailed out of the Strait of Gilbratar 

with sixty ships and something like 
~ $0,000 men. He had made his way 
down around the west coast of this 
continent to the Gulf of Guinea, and 
had brought back stories of ebony 
negroes, mighty elephants and gorii- 
las. For centuries thereafter many 
of his tales were thought to be lies, 
but they have since been proved to be 


city of Africa, while still holding its 
place as one of the great ports of the 
wort. Here St. Augustine studied and 
preached, and near here St. Cyprian, 
the martyr, was killed. When the Van- 
dals invaded Africa they made Carthage 
their capital, and it remained great 
until the seventh century, when the 
Mohammedan Arabs came in and de- 
stroyed it. 
A Quarry for the World. 


Since then Carthage has been a 
quarry for the artistic building materia! 
lof all the palaces along the Mediterran- 
jean sea. In the great mosque of Santa 
Sophia, at Constantinople, I saw marble 
columns which came from here; many 
of tbe wonders of architectural Rome 
originated in Carthage, and shiploads of 
its ruins have gone to Palermo and 
,other Italian cities. The palaces of tne 
| bey of Tunis are built of Punic marble, 
‘and the bazars of Tunis are “flanked 
|with marble columns, which the Arabs 
‘have painted over in red, yellow and 
green stripes, so that they now look 
more like barber poles than anything 
else. 

Many of the houses of Tunis contain 
materials from the same source, and the 
ruins here have been furnishing build- 
ing stone of one kind or another for 
more than !,000 years. 

During recent centuries the various 
museume of the world have been robbing 
this ancient city, and travelers also have 
been allowed fo pick up and carry away 
what they pleased. This is so today, al- 
though the French have established two 
mvseums One on the site of old Car- 
thage and the other at the Bardo, tn the 
palace of the bey, and are trying to pre- 
serve wha is ieft. 

Exploring the Ruins. 

The books about Africa will tell you 
that there is nothing of Carthage now 
to be seen except a few broken-down 
cisterns, which once suppiféd the city 
with water. This ts not so. The French 
heve deen making excavations ever since 
they have had Tunisia under their con- 
trol. This is so not only here, but in 
ell parts of the country and they have 

rujing whioh wil] compare with 


moving about among the stones with the 
hope to find treasure. I have picked up 
many beautiful pleces of marble, I nave 
clawed out bits of mosaic from the stone 
floors, and have had opportunity to pur- 
chase all sorts of coins and clay lamps, 
some of the time of the Romafs ana 
some dating back to the days of ‘the 
Phoeneciang. 

We first wisited the amphitheater where 
the gladiatorial shows were held. It les 
ne@r an Arab village, and, as I stood in 
it, I heand the shrieking of a spanked 
baby filling the air which once resoundead 
with the cries of the Christian marft¥rs. 
The ampthitheater has been only par- 
tially excavated. The cages for the wild 
beasts can be plainly seen and the gréAt 
vaults below in which the martyrs 
waited. The arena was elliptical in 
shape and its area is more than an acre. 
I paced it from one end to the other, 
and accomling to my estimate it ts about 
300 feet long and 200 feet wide. It con- 
tains marble columns broken and bat- 
tered. Some of the seats and a few of 
the arches are still to be seen. 

This theater was described by an Arab 
historian who was here about 800 years 
ego. He says that there were five gai- 
leries, and that the building was the 
most beautiful of its kind ever known. 
Today I saw the sheep and goats feea- 
ing on the edge of what must have neen 
at one time the second gallery, and a 
donkey brayed while I paced the @rena. 

The Great Cisterns of Carthage. 

The oldest and best known of tne 
Carthaginiam ruins are the great cisterns 
which were built to supply the city with 
water. There were two sets of them, 
one at each side of the town. They were 
of vast dimensions, enormous barre}- 
shapped caverns, 443 feet long and more 
than 80 feet in diameter. They were 
surmounted by cupolas amd were con- 
nected with pipes for distributing the 
water. The largest of these cisterns are 
used as stables and dwel?tings by the 
Arabs. They number twenty-four and 
cover many acres. I went down into 
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gray donkey with a little Arab girl 
standing beste it, and in another am old 
hen with a flock of little chickens feed- 
ing about her. <A part of one cistern 
has been waled off as a hay mow; an- 
other 1s now an Arab house, and in a 
thirg I saw a Bedouin woman grinding 
mea] upon two stones which reste@ on 
the floor. ; 

The dust of ages has half filled these 
great caverns and they make an ex- 
cellent protection from the weather. 
As I made my notes within them, 
heard the cry of prayer from a Mo- 
hammedan tomb nearby. The cry was, 

“There ts no God but God and Mo- 
hammed is his prophet!" As I listened 
I could not but think of the people 
who drank from these cisterns 500 
years before the Christian era, and 
more than 1,000 years before Moham- 
med first saw the light of day in the 
deserts of Arabla. 

2,500 Years Old and Still in Use. 


Later in the day I visited the cis- 
terns on the other side of the town. 
They are 2,800 years old, but the 
French have repaired them and they 
now supply water to the villages and 
towns about. The water comes from 
Tunis, and it ts pumped in by steam 
engines. The cisterns are thirty feet 
deep, and something like 600 feet 
long. The engineer told me that he 
had about 6,000,000 gallons in fhem 
at the time of my visit. 

These cisterns, as used by the Car- 
thagenians, were first filled with rain 
water. Later on they were Supplied by 
an enormous aqueduct erected by the 
Roman ¢mperor Hadrian. This brought 
the water from Dougga, about eighty 
miles away. It carried 6,000,000 gallons 
a day, and the water passed through 
underground canals and over valleys 
on magnificent arches to Carthage 
The remains of this aqueduct can be 
seen in many places, and parts of it 
have been so restored that it now sup- 
plies Tunis with water. The work cost 
millions, and it was done by a French 
engineer. Iron Pipes have been used 
instead of the arches, but the old 
masonry still upholds much of the

Berlin, June 5.—Dr, Ernest Hans Neu- 
feld, writing in his new weekly review, 
‘‘Begleiter,” declares that Berlin, 
in spite of its position as the capital of 
@ great empire, and notwithstanding 


the great number of intellectual leaders, 
artists, authors, and merchant princes 
included among its inhabitants, is real- 
ly nothing more than a large village: 

The writer comes to this conclusion 
after a careful study of Lopdon, New 
York, and Paris, whi&h he undertook for 
the purpose of being able to compare 
these three cities with the German capft- 
tal. He critizees the manners and cus- 
toms of the. Berliners with merciless 
severity, and cites a number of exam- 
ples to illustrate their primitive sim- 
plicity in many respects.

Science Unadorned. 

On the following day the writer. peid 
a visit to a great German scientist and 
found that the celebrated scholar had 
an unwashed’ neck, unclean lands, the 
manners of a hooligan, and a voice like 
the, Hound of the Baskervilles. 

Investigating the various features of 
night life in Berlin, the writer found 
that Germans of good social standing 
whom he met at different pleasure re- 
sorts showed an unaccoumtable desire to 
introduce themselves to him after one 
or two minutes’ acqtaintance,~ never 
forgetting to communicate to him their 
names, titles, amd dignities in full. Going 
into society, the writer found that the 
Berlin ladies were, as a rule, dressed 
like kitchenmaids on a rainy’ winter 
Sunday and that apart from thelr ap- 
palling habits of dress, they were hope- 
lessly unintelligent and uninteresting. 

Pursuing his investigations among 
other classes of Berlin population, the 
writer found that shopkeepers, waiters, 
and workingmen were ail far less po- 
lite and less obliging to strangers than 
thair like in London, New York, apd 
Paris. These amd many similar observa- 
tions lead the writer to the conclusion 
that Berlin, in spite of its great popu- 
lation, does not possess the qvalities of 
a truly great city.

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WORLD'S BIGGEST HORSE SHOW. 


TO BE HELD IN LONDON’S OLYMPIA 
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Bpecial Cable. 
GONDON, June 8.—Olympia, in which 
the international horse show was 
opened yesterday, is one of 
the sights of London. In point of size 
ft is half again as large ad Madison 
Square Gerden, in New York, or the 
Coliseum in Chicago. It‘covers an area 
of -eix and a half acres, of which three 
a@cres are ocouple? by the greaf arena in 
Which the competitions and displays of 
the horses will be seen. Adjoining, and 
forming practically a part of the great 
hall, is an enmex covering nearly 60,000 
@quare feet of ground, which has been 
converted into stabling for many of the 

entries. 

The open space in the main hall, which 
will be availatie for exhPbition purposes, 
measures about 400 feet by 170 feet. 
Around this are arranged seating capac- 
ity, including the immense gallery, for 
@bout ten thousand people. 

The foundation stone of the building 
was laid in (865, and at the time of its 
eompietion it was known as the Nafion- 
al Agricultural hall. It has been the 
ecene of many of the famous shdws 
which have visited London since that 
time, including Barnum & Bailey's, Buf- 
falo Bill's ‘“‘Wild West,” the great. Paris 
Hippodrome, “Venice,” ‘‘Constantinople,” 
the ‘“Orient,’’ the annual automobile 
show, the royal naval and military tour- 
mament, the “Fun City,” and most of 
the big exhibitions. : 

But although it is @ mamnidth estruc- 
ture, the promoters of the international 
horse show are becoming the fact thar 
it is not twice its present size. Rig as 
{it is it is surpassed to a considerable 
extent by the “Palace of Giass’’ in 
Brussels, and the structure of the same 
name in Paris, where former shows’ have 
been held by the society. So ldf¥ge has 
been the entry list for the show that It 
has been found impossible to provide 
stabilng on the spot for all the horses, 
and more than one thousand of them 
have heen compelleq to find outside ac- 
commodation. 

In point of size the show, wi]l be by 
long odds the greatest in the history 
of horse breeding. Entries have been 
received from most of the continental 
ecuntries, in addition to the United 
States and Canada. The American own- 
ers who have entered horses include 
Alfred W. Vanderbilt, whose stud of 
twenty-seven has been in this country for 
some time past; J. Ogden Armour; 
Charles E. Watson. of Baltimore: Alfred 
B. Maclay; Colonel Lawrence Jones. of 
Kentucky; Pabst, the Milwaukee brewer, 
and Mrs. William Orr Barclay, of New 
York, who will drive ther own team of 
park horses in the several events in 
which they are entered. 

Of the owners aind breeders who have 
entered, Walter Winans heads the list 
by a wide margin. His entries number 
ninety-three, and he has been acclaimed 
as “Britain's doughty champion,”’ but 
he is really an American citizen, and 
proud of the fact, though he has never 
been in America. His father was an 
American, and he was born in 8st. Pe- 
tersburg, but has for many years resided 
{in Bngland. 

Mr. Vanderbilt is second in the num- 
ber of his entries with twenty-three. Mr. 
Watson has sixteen, and J.. Ogden Ar- 
mour six. The total mumber of Ameri-

A especial system of electric lighting 
has been installed for the sow and when 
it is completed it will be unequaleg in 
its brilliancy. An equivalent of 250,000 
candle power wii shed its rays on‘ The 
big arena and its bejeweled thromg, and 
challenge the daylight in its intensity. 
No such ilkumination has ever before 
been attempted for so comparatively 
limited an area. 

The event bids fair to out-diamond, 
out-jewel and out-dress the famous an- 
nual horse show at Madison Square Gar- 
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den, New York. The present exhibition 
numbers among its backers more than 
two hundred geers and baronets, not to 
mention in particujar the hundreds of 
wealthy owners and breeders without 
title.

Four Million Square Miles in the 
Region of the South Pole “wait 
the Explorers—They Ex. 
pect to Return by 
Jane, 1909.

London, June 8.—Preparations are’ 
rapidly advancing for the dash by} 
motor-car to the” South Pole upon 
which Lieutenant Shackleton is in- 
tent. 

The lHeutenant, it will be remem- 
bered, took, part In the famous voyage 
of the Discovery, under Captain Scvt.. 
He stated yesterday that his = ship 
would sail from London at the end ot 
July or the first week of August. The 
vessel is a Newfoundland sealer, spe- 
clally byilt for contending with ice, 
and she will undergo certain altera- 
tions prior to sailing, with the obje:c 
of giving more room down below for 
storage purposes. 

To King Edward VII Land. 

She will proceed firet to New Zealand, 
and thence to King Bdward VII. Lani, 
where she will disembark the shore 
party. She will return in January, 
in May of that year; and lie up till the 
1906, to New Zealand, arriving 
following January, when she goes 
down again to King Edward VII. Land 
and picks up the expedition on its re- 
turn from its shore work. 

The expedition will navigate as far 
as possible to the westward, till the 
coal runs out and it gets too dark and 
dangerous, when it will return to New 
Zealand and thence home again. Lie'!- 
tenant Shackleton and his comrades 
expect to be in England again in June, 
1909. 

Who's Who. 


The captain of the vessel has not yet 
been chosen; besides him there will be 
a crew of fourteen. In addition there 
will be the staff for scientific and 
general work, numbering twelve In all. 
These will include Sir Philip Brocke:- 
hurst, who is a good strong man at 
sledging work, and who will also do 
the surveying; Lieutenant Adams, who 
will act as meteorologist, and is also 
good for sledging; Mr. James Murray 
(the biologist), and Mr. James Muir, 
who is an able mechanical engineer.

ONDON, June 8.—So gross are the 


extravagances laid bare of the in- 
quiry into the construction of the 
Hammersmith workhouse, at Wormwood 
Scrubbs, London, that they threaten to 
Surpass even the scandalous revelations 
last autumn of the now famous Poplar 
poorhouse. The spectacle of inmates of 
a house of public charity riding to 
work in broughams at the expense of 
the ratepayer’s purse an eating butter 
and. tea of finer quality than that which 
graced the table of the houSe of com- 
mons, has its amusing as well ag its se- 
rious side. On how much grander a 
scale the guardians of Hammersmith 
would have provided for their public 
charges at the Wormwood Scrubbs insti- 
tution is largely a matter of conjecture 
for the ‘“‘worm’’ has turned—in the per- 
son of the rate-payers—at tHe very outset 
of the existence of the most palatial 
pauper’s palace tn the whole world.

Caused by Pick Handles. 


A disease with a somewhat peculiar 
name is “beat hand.” This is an acute 
inflammation of the subcutaneous tis- 
sues of the hand or palm or side of 
the fingers, the result of friction of 
the miner’s pick on the hand. It may 
occur from similar causes among work- 
men other than miners. It its special- 
ly prevalent among miners, however, 
and the committee suggests that com- 
pensation should be payable on ac- 
count of it, unless the employer can 
prove that it was contracted outside 
the employment. In other trades the 
burden of proof ought to rest on the 
workman. 

Diseases in the same category are 
“beat knee” and “beat elbow.” 

Here are a few more: “Boilermak- 
ers’ deafness,” among men working 
in the incessant noise of the ship- 
building yard or the bailermakers’ 
shop; compressed air illness (or “cais- 
son disease’). The bodies of men who 
work amid compressed air, dissolve an 
excess of air, and if they return to the 
ordinary atmosphere without a suffi- 
client interval to allow the gradual de- 
compression, bubbles of nitrogen are 
set free in the blood and tissue fluids, 
which give rise to protean symptoms 
such as vertigo, muscular pains, paral- 
ysis, blindness, etc. 

“Grease” is a form of blood poison- 
ing supposed to be due to infection 
from horses suffering from boils.

“Little Jack Horner 
Sat in the corner 
Bating a Christmas pie; 
He put in’ his thumb

As a matter of fact the original Jack 
Horner was not little at all and the 
deed which the rhyme commemorates is 
one which can hardly be commended As 
an example for really mood boys to fol- 
low. He was the steward of the large 
estate appertaining to the rich abbey of 
Glastonbury. When King Henry VIII 
quarreled with the pape and set up as 
a pope on his own account and begen 
despoiling the monasteries, John Horner, 
with a shrewd eye to his own worldly 
welfare, sided with the merry monarch 
against the abbot of Glastonbury. The 


king hanged the abbot and rewarded 
the steward with a fat slice of the 
monastic lands—the title deeds to the 
manor of Mell« in Somersetshire. That 
was the “plum” which he pulled out of 
the “pie."” The property has remained 
in fhe possession of the family ever 
since and the Horners have always 
commemorated the stroke of luck which 
brought it to them by naming the eldest 
son John after the ancestor who thus 
laid the foundation of their fortunes. 

It was at Mells park, when both of 
them were children, that young Asqulth 
first met his fiancee, And it was there 
that his father, when he married hig 
second wife, spent his honeymoon.

All the burden of the evidence goes to show that a comparatively poor 


yield of cotton may be expected thi 


s year. Despite the fact that the recent 


government acreage and condition report could hardly be considered bearish, 
in view of an estimated world demand of nearly 18,000,000 bales, it was, con- 
sidering the weather conditions with which the young plant has had to 


contend, extremely optimistic. 


There was in that report little foundation for a decline of 30 to 40 points 
in the market quotations, and the truth is, no doubt, that the New York 
cotton exchange crowd just had té have.a flurry and a little cash, whether 
there was anything to justify it or not. The New York cotton exchange 
finds it difficult to overcome its feeling of personal proprietorship in the 
government reports, and it is taken for granted, of course, no matter what 
the figures, that each of these reports must furnish foundation for a bear 


raid. 


So, with a condition 30 per cent below normal, and in the face of 


the biggest demand in the world’s history, that institution gets to work and

‘The Associated Press, upon the ac- 
curacy of whose reports it is gener- 
aliy safe to place absolute’ reliance, 
declares that Japanese popular indig- 
nation with regard to the San Fran- 
cisco outbreaks “has reached a de 
gree never before witnessed in the 
history of Japan’s relations with the 
United States.” i 

No one who has followed current 
developments in the corruption-ridden 
western metropolis will deny that 
trere is ground for intense resent- 
ment upon part of the Japanese. 
The violence which preceded the 
school separation controversy several 
months ago has revived in redoubled 
proportions. Seemingly gratuitous as-

ct the citizens of this nation have 
been renewed with vigor. 

It is becoming increasingly difficult 
to persuade Japan that these occur 
rences do not arise in sheer racial 
prejudice, unprovoked by any unto 
ward act on the part of its victims.

; Currency and the Working Man. | 


In an address at Detroit a few days 
ago, William Barrett Ridgley, comp 
troller of the currency, reminded his 
hearers at the dinner given by the 
Detroit Bankers’ club, that . sound 
banking and currency laws are of 
even greater inrportarice to the work- 
ingmen of the country than to the 
wealthy class. 

The man with only a few dollars 
is very much more concerned in hav- 
ing his money, represent a fixed and 
stable purchasing power, than is the 
man with millions. Far from being 
solely a concern of the capitalist, the 
banker and the money class, cur- 
rency legislation is a matter that most 
vitally and most directly affects the 
wage-earner, the small shopkeeper, 
the man who needs to borrow a few 
hundred dollars or a few thousand, to 
finish paying for a little home, to 
sec himself up in business or to tide 
over a period of depression and bust- 
ness stagnation. 

Under such circumstances and when 
a real and imperative need presents it- 
self, the person whois unable to secure 
the mecessary capital, must soon reach 
the end of his row, for he lacks the 
resources and opportunities of his 
wealthier neighbor. Mr. Ridgley 
said: : 


It is in the highest degres impor 
tant to the poorer people, that finan- 
cial systems, banking and _ currency 
laws and all the organization of mod- 
ern business be so arranged as to pro- 
duce the least possible variation § in 
business conditions and that banking 
should be encouraged and developed 
and carried to its highest possible 
perfection and efficiency. 


Paradoxical as it may appear, it 1s 
the man without money, the man who 
needs money, the small producer, the 
small business mian, the smal] manu- 
facturer, who should’ be much more 
keen in the study of the country’s 


financia] condition, than the man who}; 


has the collateral to secure_ real 
money when he needs it in his busi- 
ness. Any defect in the country’s cur- 
rency system which brings about 
such a condition of affairs that a 
borrower cannot get actual money 
when his credit is good for it, with- 
out paying excessive and ruinous rates 
for such loans, is a menace to the 
business of the whole country and 
threatenens constant embarrassment 
and worse things to the man 
slender resources. 

The, statement of the Texas banker 
that he was “in favor of any kind of 
currency reform that will give us more 
money in Texas,” expresses quite ad- 
mirably the popular view of the money 
question. 

It is not more money, SO much as 
Stable money, at Steady rates of in- 
terest, that-is sought to be secured 
by some reform in our existing cur- 
rency system. Most business is con- 
ducted on a credit basis and very 
little actual money changes hands. 
Still the time comes when cash is 
needed, and, if it is not available, all 
credit is shocked to a terriffic extent. 

The Aldrich currency bill, which 
was passed by congress at its last ses- 
sion, will go a Step toward supply- 
ing actua] money’ for the needs of the 
people, instead of. locking it up in the 
subtreasuries. 

The next step, and the most im- 
portant one, is for congress to devise 
means by which money will be 
made available for legitimate busi- 
ness operations in Atlanta, or 
in Sparta, when millions are 
being handled about in Wall 
Street; which will also permit deal- 
ings in stocks and bonds and grain 
and cotton in New York or Chicago, 
by the people whose business it is to 
deal*ein such things, while affording, 
ai the same time, actual] money to 
meet the pay ‘rol] in southern mills 
and southern cotton fields and to de- 
fray the expense of handling the west- 
ern wheat and corn crops. Values are 
there on which credits are based, but 
the money itself must pass between 
the cotton buyer and the cotton farm- 
er and between the cotton farmer and 
the cotton picker.

According to Special cable dis- 
patches ‘from Vienna, the cotton con- 
gress which has been in session in 
that city, has pledged itself to work 
individually and collectively for the 
wider extension of cotton fields 
throughout the world. 

It is probably net. necessary to give 
that advice to southern cotton grow- 
ers at this time, for indications point 
te the fact that only the severe 
weather of the past few weeks pré- 
vented the making of a crop 
would have ranged somewhere around 
13,000,000 bales. Cold and rainy 
weather in the western cotton belt, in 
northern Texas, Arkansas and the 
Mississippi valley, and even snow in 
Texas, has beyond doubt cuf down 
the crop prospects considerably, for 
whatever may be said of the beneficial] 
effect of snow on winter wheat, it is 
not conductive to the health of young 
cotton plants. 

From present indications, it is evi- 
dent that a comparatively small crop 
will be produced this year, and in view 
of the constantly increasing demand, 
this ought to put the cotton growers 
in very fair shape. There is no 
doubt that at the present time the 
outlook is rather gloomy. Conditions 
affecting the crop may so change 
within the next month or 60 as to 
inspire greater hope in the individual 
farmer; but, in any event, the crop 
this year should and wil] bring a good

GEORGIA FURNISHES CASE,

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Negress Who Was Traveling to Dal.

Washington, June 6—Whether §rail- 
roads have the right under the law to 
provide separate cars 
colored passengers in interstate traffic 
practically ig the question which was 
argued today before the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

The case was that of Georgia Ddwards, 
@& negress, against the Nashville, Chatta- 
mooga and St. Louis Railway Company, 
operating the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road. The complainant alleged that on 
August 31, 1906, she purchased a first- 
class passenger ticket from Chattanooga, 
Tenn., to Dalton, Ga., and was compslled 
by the defendant /company to ride in an 
inferior coach, popularly known as 
“Jim crow” car, although on tlie same 
train white passengers were permitted 
to ride fn a first-class coach. She main. 
tained that in this way and in other 
reapects she was discriminated against. 
She seeks reparatory damages and a 
construction of the law. 

In the hearing of the case it was ae- 
eertead by the railroad company that the 
facilities afforded the passengers in the 
cag set apart for negro passengers were 
equal to those in the cars set aside for 
white passengers; that the railroad com- 
pany had not discriminated against the 
complainant, and that while the accom- 
modations given negro pessengers were 
equal to those given the whites, they 
were not necessarily identical. The 
plaintiff alleged in her testimony that 
she was compelled to travel in a car in 
which smoking was permitted and that 
she became ill in consequence, She also 
criticized the accommodations afforded 
in the car as inadequate, uncomfortable 
and inconvenient. 

Briefs were filed by counsel in the 
case and today William H. H. Hart, of 
this city, attorney for the complainant, 
and John L. Tye, of Atlanta, counsel for 
the railroad company, submitted oral 
arguments to the commission. The for- 
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for white and! 
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mer maintained that the company had 
no right to discriminate against pas- 
sengers who had paid for first-class 
transportation in interstate. traffic, while 
Attorney Tye maintained that there had 
been no discrimination in fact or in- 
tended. 


WANT REVISION 
IN SYRUP RATES 


Railroad Commission to Con- 
sider Matter at Meeting 
on July 11, 


The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
Pany has filed with the railroad commis- 
sion an application for a revision of the 
rates on Georgia cane syrup and the 
commission has set the case for hearing 
on July If. 

Some time ago the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company put in a materiafny 
feduced rate on syrup from Columbus, 
and thig rate, it is stated, operated to 
the disadvantage of the syrup manu- 
facturing points in south Georgia. It is 
now asked that this rate from Columbus 
be raised ebout half a cent a gallon, 
while at the same time the rates from 
some fifteen or twenty points {In south 
Georgia will be reduced, the object ve- 
ing to equalize the syrup rates from all 
points. The Central and other lines in- 
volved are willing to have teh syrup 
rates revised on this basis. The Coast 
Line's object is to secure a lower sys- 
tem of rates, especially on syrup in 
cans, with a view to encouraging the in- 
dustry in the southern section of. the 
state. 

The railroad cOmmission has also de- 
termined to investigate @ number of 
complaints which have recently been re- 
ceived against the closing of officeg of 
the Southern Express Company in va- 
rious small towns in the state. Express, 
yailroad and telegraph companies have 
no authority to close any office once e> 
tablished without the consent of the com- 
mission.

SENTING VIEW 


AILROAD COMMISSIONER Jo- 
R SHPH M. BROWN yesterday filed 
his dissenting opinion in the mat- 
ter of the reduced passenger rates. He 
gays he has endeavored to make his 
decisiong and views conform to the law, 
as expressed in decisions from courts of 
last resort. In part Commisioner Brown 
says: 

‘‘Permit me to state here that this com- 
mission has never before ordered a 
sweeping cut of 33 !-3 per cent in the 
rates orevioushy fixed for either of the 
two great departments of railroad traffic. 

“Coming to the case in point, the su- 
preme court says that’ we cannot fix 
the rates for intrastate traffic on the 
basis of the earnings On interstate traf- 
fic. Yet, so far as the Western and At- 
lantic railroad is concerned, the majority 
of this commission is today ordering the 
reduction of the local passenger rates 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad from 
3 cents per mile to 2 cents per mile—a 
cut of 33 1-3 per cent—ang is basing 
its action upon the fact that the het 
earnings of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad for the year ended June 30, 
1906, were $5,097.48 per mile. But from 
these figures we must deduct the amount 
of the rental and of the taxes, both paid 
The deduction in question 
leaves a net income of $260,054.75, or 
$1,884.45 per mile, an amount equal to 
less than 33 per cent on $8,000,000, and 
the road is certainly worth more than 
that sum.”

Hau, professor of Roman law at the 
George Washington university, Wash- 
ington, D. C., who is in prison here 
charged with the murder of his 
mother-in-law, Frau Moliter, was 
visited by the governor of the prison 
who informed him that his wife had 
committed suicide by drowning 
lake near Pfaeffikon, Switzerland.

to a report that he had confessed that 
he had murdered his wife's mother, 
which ho has strenuously denied. The

Mrs. Hau came to Karisruhe two days 
ago and had a long talk with her bus- 
band. She left the prison in a state 
of the utmost depression and went 
back to the village of Pfaeffikon. On 
arriving there Mrs. Hau went direct to 
a bathing establishment on the small 
lake and requested to be given a sepa- 
rate dresding room. ‘The attendants 
later saw her swimming out in the 
lake, but soon afterwards they ob- 
served that she was no longer moving. 
A boatman rowed out to the spot and 
brought the body ashore, where a phy- 
sician who was hurriedly sent for tried 
in vain to resuscitate the unfortunate 
woman. 

A long farewell letter was found in 
her clothing, in which she Geclared it 
was impossible for her to any longer 
bear the sorrow of living apart from 
her husband, notwithstanding the 
charge brough against him; but death 
was bitter for her, oWing to her child.

FARMERS HAVE PLANTED 
CROP THREE TIMES 


fome Counties in the State Will 
Raise Only 50 Per Cent as Much 
Cotton as They Did Last 
Year—Peach Crop an Al. 
most Emtire Loss. 


‘Owing to the conflicting reports which 
have appeared ooncerning the condi- 
tion of Georgia's cotton crop, The Con- 
stitution has secured, and presents be- 
low, reports from practically every cot- 
ton growing county in the state. 

From.these reports it will be observed 
that the present condition of the crop in 
this state, as compared with the outlook 
at this time last year, promises an out- 
put of at least a third less than was 
made last year. As will be noticed, in 
many of the counties the reduction will 
be 60 per cent, and in a few cases even 


more than that, while the average de- 


crease Will, as stated, amount to about 
331-3 per cent. 

Over a hundred counties in Georgia are 
Sig producers of cotton and it would 
seem that of these only six have any- 
thing like an average crop. In prac- 
tically every county it has been neces- 
Sary to plant the third time, which 
means that Georgia’s crop will be fully 
three weeks behind this year. 

The reliability and conservatism of 
these reports can be absolutely relied 
upon. The Constitution’s corps of cor- 
respondents in Georgia, nearly four hun- 
dred strong, is as fine a.body of men 
as ig to be found in Georgia. Nine-tenths 
are professional men and their judgment 
is to be relied upon. 

It will be recalled that The Constitu- 
tion presented a similar Summary the 
day after the cold snap which killed the 
majority of Georgia's fruit. In that sum- 
mary a loss of 75 per cent was esti- 
mated.

Biloxi, Miss., June 8.—Captain John 
Walker shot and killed his wife and 
then killed himself shoftly after lunch- 
eon today.

In making his statement Lieutenant 
Colonel Ayres said he deeply regretted 
the present situation, as he is greatly 
attached to the academy. <As to the

Military Courts Like Crocodiles.

Mrs, Sally Dooley Makes Ap- 
plication for a Charter 


CROSS BILL AND ANSWER 


Mrs. Dooley’s Partners in the Bfll 
Posting Company Answer Her 
Petition for an Injunction 
and Ask Appointment of 
Permanent Receiver. 


Ags @ result of the irreconciliable dif- 
ferences between Mrs. Sallie C. Dooley 
and Julius and Henry DeGive and Mrs. 
Louise Horine, the ownerg of the Dooley 
Bill Posting Company, there will result 
two bill posting companies at war in 
Atlanta, and when the merry tug gets 
well under way the city will doubtless 
be “posted” from center to circumfer- 
ence with flaring lithographs, high Kick- 
ers and angel faces. 

Mrs. Dooley recently filed suit alleg- 
ing a conspiracy upon the part of her 
partners to oust her from the Dooley 
Bill Posting Company, end wpon the 
showing made Judge Pendleton appoint- 
ed J. B. S&ewart temporary receiver. 
Now come the DeGives and file a cross 
bill and answer asking for a permanent 


receiver and that the affairs of the com- 
pany be wound wp. 

In the meantime Mrs. 8. C. Dooley pro- 
poses to enter the dill posting arena upon 
her own account, independent of the 
theatrical promoters, and to that end 
she has filed an application for charter 
for the Dooley Bill Posting Company, 
her partner in the new concern being 
Hamilton Douglas. 

The winding up of the old firm will 
come before Judge Pendleton Monday 
afternoon at 3:30 o’clock. The DeGives 
admit that they offered Mrs, Dooley 
$5,000 for her half imterest, but their 
offer was made to effect a compromise. 

The business is not worth over $2,500, 
they say, exclusive of the alleged fran- 
chise, which is simply a membership in 
a national order. 

This part of the cross bill is interest- 
ing: 

‘These defendants almit that M. J. 
Dooley is dead, but for want of suffi- 
cient information, can neither admit nor 
deny the further allegation that plaintiff 
is the widow of M. J. Dooley, now de- 
ceased, she having been divorced from 
him in the year 1690, as appears by the 
records in the office of the clerk of 
the superior court of Fulton county.” 

It is further admitted that she owns 
a one-half interest in the partnership, 
but claim that her interest is pledged 
to H. L. DeGive to indemnify him 
against loss on account of his endorse- 
ment for her of certain notes, one for 
$610 falling due on the 4th instant at 
the Fourth National bank. 

Julius and Henry DeGive and Mrs. 
Poulse Horine own one-third each of the 
half-interest, Mrs. Dooley being entitled 
to the other half, except in so far ag it 
is encumbered, 

They deny that th@ assets of the part- 
nership include certain so-called “fran- 
chises of the National Association of Bill 
Posters and Southeastern Association of 
Bill Posters.” 

Deny Franchise Ownership. 

They say the partnership owns no 
franchise of any nature Or description 
unless its license to do business within 
the city. and six suburban towns should 
be 80 construed. 

They were members of the Southeastern 
States Bill Posters and Distributors As- 
sociation, a subordinate organization. and 
through this had a membership in the 
Associated Bil] Posters and Distributors 
of the United States and Canada, this 
membership dying at the expiration of 
the partnership, June 2. 
“oid peavey oa —e until the filing 
at Mrs. Dooley claimed 
for the concern the ownership of so- 
called franchises as an asset of the part- 
nership, and say that if she is asserting 
any such claim then they are in irrecon- 
Cilable conflict. 

The partnership terminated June 2. 
They deny that they are trying to take 
possession of the business, or deprive 
her of any lawful fnterest. They offered 
to buy her one-half interest, or divide 
the assets in kind, minus the 80-called 
franchises, but deny that the offer was 
upon the condition for her to quit the 
bill posting business in Atlanta. 

Another allegation in the cross-bill— 
aside from the widow’s weeds—is that 
Mrs. Dooley was always in need of mon- 
ey, and for that reason she protested so 
much against expending more money to 
put the plant fn first-class order to meet 
— requirements of the theatrical situa- 
tion. 

The DeGives admit that they are pre- 
paring to go into the busienss on their 
own hook, and that the membership of 
the, Dooley company in the national or- 
der having expired June 2, they pro- 
pose to make application for member- 
ship there’ 

But for being in the theatrical busi- 
ness, they could not have made the ex- 
traordinarily generous offer of $5,000 for 
Mrs. Dooley’s half interest, they say. 
Both sides are using the ‘“paste’’ 
brush ‘vigorously, and the bil] posters’ 
war is on. Oh, for a theatrical war or 
ice war. instead!

We have heard of the’ pitcher plant 
that captures upwary insects and eats 
them, and we have been beguiled by 
the tale of the singing tree, but we 
never heard of any product of the 
Tropics more strange than this cough- 
ing bean. This bean is not the prod- 
uct of an excited imagination, the 
fantasy of a dream phantasmagoria, 
but a very material coughing fact. 
What makes the bean cough? Why, 
that’s easy. It coughs for the same 


| reason you cough—to clear its throat— 


I mean its pores. These pores are 
very sensitive to any irmgation. When 
the pores become clogged with dust, 
gas collects within tap plant cells, 
finally bursting out in a paroxysm of 
coughing and sneezing, which effect- 
ually aisposes of the dust. This res- 
piratory plant is sometimes cultivated 
house plant, and the weekly 
sweeping of the carpets sets it to 
coughing violently.

GREAT CONGRESS IS CALLED 


It Is Expected That 200 Central 
Americans Are Expected to Meet 
in Mexico City—Diaz and 
Zelaya Are Backing the 
Federation Plan.

If the ideas of those most interested 


materialize a great congress will be held 
in Mexico City, which will be attended 
by over 200 delegates. One hundred and 
fifty of these will be Central Americans 
now present in this republic and the re 
mainder will be regularly appointed dele- 
gates from each of the five republics 
‘Dr. Franisco Reyes, former minister 
to Mexico from Salvador, is the jeader 
of the movement, and he will shortly 
visit each of the Central American re- 
‘publics to explain the situation. 
One Drawback to Movement. 

One drawback to the movement and 
the abstacle which the leaders are try- 
ing to overcome is the lack of officlal 
character which the meeting may have. 
To overcome this it is the hope of the 
leaders that conditions may So shape 
themselves that they can prevail upor 
President Diaz to call the meeting to- 
gether. While President Diaz has ©m- 
phatically announced through the Asso- 
ciated Press that Mexico has not and 
does not entertain the idea of a protec- 
torate and moral suasion in the settie- 
ment of Central American troubles, it 
ig argued that the mere calling together 
of the proposed conv ention would in no 
way nullify Mexico's previous declara- 
tion and would give the assembly the 
desired standing before the world, 

The whole question of federation 
could then be settled by the Central 
Americans themselves. 


Zelaya Sends Agent to Diaz. 


In this connection a very significant 
telegram was received here tonight. It 
says that Senor Gomez, who is the con- 
fidential agent of President Zelaya, of 
Nicaragua, will leave New Orleans to- 
morrow for Mexico City, where he will 
confer with President Diaz.

The engineer obeyed and dashed 
aown the road at the rate of 35 miles 
an hour.

All this time Kilrain, who was visi- 
Liy suffering from iliness, was being 
cared for by his friends, and when the 
train arrived in New Orleans he was 
tpken to the Athletic club rooms, and, 
sitter he had been given a bath, he 
retired to much-needed rest. 

When Sullivan left the ring, in 
‘harge of his friends, a Turkish bath 
"Ug was thrown about him, and he 
was hurried into New Orleans as 
quickly as possible, as there were ru- 
mors afloat that he would be arrested 
before he crossed the Mississippi state 
line. The party reached New Orleans, 
however, in safety, where they remain- 
¢a until the following Wednesday. 

The above referred to rumors be- 
coming more and more prevalent. the 
perty started for home early on. Wea- 
nesday morning by the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, cleverly dodging the 
officers sent from Mississippi to arrest 
therm on requisition served on the goOvV- 
ernor. The governor in his proclama- 
tion announced his intention of arrest-

As the Sullivan train arrived in 
Nashville on Thursday, an impediment 
was placed in the way. Governor Low- 
ry, of Mississippi, had telegraphed 
Chief of Police Clark to g#rrest the 
whole caboodle of them, and as the 
train drew into the depot Chief Clack, 
with his minions, proceeded to put the 
request into operation, 

He and his officers boarded the 
train, and the chief went up to one of 
the men and asked him where Mr. 
Sullivan was. The man replied that. 
he was asleep, and could not be dis- 
turbed. The chief told him who he 
was and that he must see him. 


Sullivan Lay in Berth. 


The chief, followed by several] of his 
men, went forward to thé stateroom 
in the forward ena of the car, where 
he found Sullivan, Muldoon and John- 
ston. Muldoon and Johnston were 
sitting up, while Sullivan was occupy. 
ing a berth that extended the length 
of the stateroom. The big fellow was 
apparently asleep. The chief asked 
the other men their names. 

One of the men said his name was 
Lynch and the other Robertson. There 
Was no occasion to ask the name of 
the giant lying on the berth: any- 
body would have known he was the 
great and only John L.

He was 
dressed In a light woolen shirt, open at 
the throat, and dark trousers. His hair 
was cut short and his beard was a 
day old. The only evidence of the con- 
flict was a black spot under the eye and 
his swollen hands. The chief told his 
friends to wake him up, which they de- 
clined to do, and the chief himself shook 
him up. Sullivan raised himself drow- 
sily, and looked as if wondering what 
all the row was about. 

The chief informed him of his busi- 
ness and asked him to go with him. He 
said he would not go. The chief said he 
meant busitiess, and intended to arrest 
him.

When Kilrain arrived in Chicago he 
was accompanied by Johnny Murphy, 
who fought Dixon. Nota friendly face 
“as visible at the depot when they ar- 
rived. Thev had separated from Char- 
ley Mitchell the day before, with the 
understanding that trey would meet 
at Parson Davies’ cafe In Chicago. 
Thev 4id this to throw off the Indiana 
authorities. 

They drove to the Parson’s cafe, on 
Clark street. but found it closed. Thev 
then drove to his residence. It was 
ebout 6 o'clock in the morning. After 
repeated knocking and tugging at the 
dcor bell they were admitted, and for 
the first time felt that they were with 
2 sincere friend and safe from arrest. 
Treir subsequent movements are best 
told in the Parson’s own words: 

Mitchell Looked Like Tramp. 

‘They were a sorry looking pair when 
they ar-rived. Faces unshaven and 
tcots heavy with Indiana mud. Their 
clothes, too, were far from attractive. 
They needed a good Samaritan, and 
‘hat was me. They wished to leave 


' arranged to get them off during the 
afternoon. Mitchell had arrived ahead 
of them, and the three agreed to risk 
their liberty by traveling together. I 
bought tickets for them over the Penna- 
sylvania road.” 

The night before Kilrain arrived at 
the Parson's, Mitchell got in. The 
parson received word that a man de- 
sired to see him in the barroom. He 
aescended and the bartender pointed 
out a dilapidated individual in the 
corner. The man wore the conven- 
tional attire of a tramp. His clothes 
were in tatters, the straw hat almost 
croawnless,acob pipein his mouth bore 
the traces of age, and the gingham 
umbrella in his hand was badly 
smashed. 

“There were probably ten or fifteen 
men in the room who knew Charley 
Mitchell,” said the parson, “yet not 
one recognized the English champion 
in this attire.’ Yet it was Charley 
Mitchell, and the tale of his vicissi- 
tudes is as interesting as it Is lu- 
dicrous to hear Mitchell tell it. 

The first alarm was at Seymour, 
where the Kilrain party left the train, 
took carriages and drove overland to 
thwart the attempt at arrest on the 
part of the Indiana sheriff. This 
party consisted of Kilrain, Mitchell 
and Johnny Murphy, the _ feather- 
weight. 

They started for Shalbyville, with 
fourteen deputy sheriffs in pursuit 
only one hour behind them. Arriving 
there, a friend warned them of their 
danger. From this time they were in 
the woods twenty-four hours, wander- 
ing in every direction but the right 
one. Finally they reached an ob- 
scure place calleé Brady's Station, 
and here a long council was held. 

It was decideq Mitchell should dis- 
guise himself and break away from 
them. He selected a disguise, and, 
after numberless mishaps, suceeded in 
reaching Chicago ahead of them, and 
then the parson sent them through 
safely to the east. 

They were both arrested in New 
York later on a requisition, sent back 
end given a year’s sentence.

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Game Played Between Atlanta and 


Savannah Long Ago Is Prominent in the 
History of the National Pastime.

HALF DOZEN fans of that buc-- 

Skin variety of twenty years ago 

were looking ‘apprehensively a+ 
Oppy’s score board a few afternoons 
ago. Memphis was well to the good. 
Atlanta was badly to the bad. George 
Winters, he of many snows, was at bat 
Castro was on the coaching line. The 
half dozen, each holding his breath, were 
pulling hard for just one run so that 
that long string of goose eggs might 
eang agiee. 

The ‘phone bel! sounded. Charley 
Shropshire, the thirty-third degree maker 
of ciphers, ifted the chalk and filled 
the last square on the black score board 
There was a unison of groans ang a sim. 
ultaneous dropping of ching. Tt was a 
dig round absence of any old thing he 
had made and’ the half dozen , began 
acratching matches,“ each upon his own 
trouser’s limb. 

“Same old story.” remarked Charley 
Heinz, a fan of the eighty-four ang six 
vintage. “Now ‘tlooks to me that that 
great coacher ‘Castro should have pulled 
Fox from third in. Wh—” 

“Pull Fox in? Castro? Great coacher?’”’ 
chipped in Tyler Cooper, ¢x-mayor but 
fan incumbent. “Coacher? Rats, coach- 
ing is a delicate ary and I'm ‘mightily 
afraid a dead one, too. Delicate things 
you know die early tn life. Coacher’ 
Ah I've--seen in- my time coaching as 
was coaching. Have seen it in itg per- 
fection. ‘Member Patsy Cahill? Haven't 
forgotton Monk Cline—that dollar for a 
hit, bow-legged, always squealing, never 
quiet, never lifeless, plug ugly. whoec 
reputation ae a coacher carried him inio 
the big leagte? Course, you ‘member 
him. Now there was a coacher 'at was 
a coacher all right, all right, and don’: 
you forget it. Why, good lord, I've seen 
that fellow actually coach a base run- 
ner from his bat to the home plate ‘ith- 
out him ever.making a hit. Needn * 
feugh. * I can prove it by Gus Schmei 
and, oh, for that matter, a dozen dead 
men, to say nothine of Anson and a 
few more derelicts. Say, I'd give a dol- 
lar and a-mint jJulep—@ mint julep was 
old Monk's favorite drink when he had 
the price—jus;t to have him do about a 
minute’s coaching in a phonograph. 
Gee, I could make money training coach- 
ere every time I'd turn the crank to let 
her go. Facts. Don't believe it? Jus: 
ask Ed Galloway and Bill Sparks and 
Smith Clayton and Henry Durand, ani 
a few more. Don—"” 

“You's right, mighty right, Tyler,” said 
Ike Mitchel, another member of the old 
time rooters, for rooters they were cai'- 
ed in those days. ‘I’ve often come from 
my sleep with the voice of Cahill or 
Cline fringing in my ears and a swee: 
ring it was, let me tell you. "Twas 
sweeter than the Berger girls’ bell ring- 
ing. A great pair of shortstops, Cline 
and Cahill."’ 

“Yes, it was you bet,’’ put in Char- 
ley Heing again, “and if you want the 
truth, Atlanta will never win another 
pennant without one or the other. Hear 
me? Schmelz had Cahill and Blondy 
Purcell had ‘Cline, and both times At- 
lanta pulled down the rag. She's never 
done it since and I'm afraid she won't 
again until Billy Smith buys one of the 
two, if he’s bought only to warm th 
bench.” 


That old talk by the old-timers about 
the players sent my mind scurrying 
hack to my third time on earth, bac« 
to the days of my knickerbockers, sorv 
toes, stonebruises and = colic. Quickly 


t came trooping that Charley Heing had °

Spoken the truth—that Atlanta had won 
pennants only when there was a Cahill 
Or a Cline to make old Peters park, out 
near the Tech, ring with shouts, laugh- 
ter and a ‘broken commandment. It 
didn’t take long for my recollection to 
form a photograph that beat Willie Nel- 
sons best moving picture by a score 
of 9 to 0. ‘Before a wink of the eye 
I had the Schmelz team of ’85 and the 
‘(Purcell team of '86 right before me. | 
had outnelsoned Nelson. It was a pair 
of bunches too fast even for Nelson's 
machine. 

And, now for the entertainment of oli 
friends and old rooters, let me have a 
word about Blondy Purcell—Bionay is 
now & wealthy bookmaker in the east. 
Some other day I may have a word or 
two about Gus Schmelz; among whose 
possessions are a score or more of flags 
he has won for almost as many towns 
on the ball fleld. 


In the spring of 1886 Atlanta had won 
the pennant with the Schmelz team the 
year before. The home franchise was 
the property of Steve Ryan, then in the 
meéeroantile business, and Walter Brown, 
then a rising and promising young attor- 
ney, who has since made f00d every 
promise of those, his younger, days. In 
the-circuit there were four Georgia cities 
—Atlanta, Macon, Savannah and Augusta. 
There were three Tennessee towns— 
Memphis, Nashville and Chattanooga— 
amd the ‘Alabama ‘metropolis—Birming- 
ham. In 1885 it was a battle roya) be- 
tween Atlanta and Nashville for the 
bunting, while old Birmingham, the vic- 
tors of last year, never z0t a look-in 
for anything but last place. Nashville 
had a hustling, bustling, hit-and-get- 
away team in 1885, and with the next 
spring the owners showed a few new 
faces only. while the Atlanta photo- 
graph, the very first large group picture 
of ball players ever taken in the south, 
carried with it-a card of introduction at 
nearly every point. Steve Ryan and 
Walter Brown, realizing the hard fight 
In front of them, started out to corral a 
bunch @ notch or two higher than that 
Schmelz had lariated the year _ before. 
it was winnens they wanted and money 
Wasn't a consideration. Up.in Bhiladel- 
phia they found Blondy Purcell. who had 
been a star among the Brotherly Love 
town's athletics. It took a fat purse 
to get Blondy. But Blondy was ac- 
quired, and when he reached Atlanta it 
was a long conference he had with Wal- 
ier Brown and Steve Ryan in‘ the law- 
yer's office in tie old Centennial build- 
ing, about where George Muse's store 
ne stands. Blondy was-told to gather 
a flag raising bunch. His pure: was 
deep. It was filled to an overfiow vy 
the two patriotic, loyal and enthusiastic 
young Atlantans. 

‘“Here’s the money, Purcell,”’ they said. 
“Now we want a gang that can keep 
that flag here. If you can't get it Say 
so, and we'll find some one who can.” 

Purcell was in his prime. A handsome 
blond he was. Taffy colored kacks, a 
heavy, flowing mustache of the same 
shade, faultless teeth ,a complexion any 
lady might envy, graceful and easy in 
his every step and motion, Blondy came 
into gopuiarity with hig. coming. An 
easy, cheerful talker he was never with- 
out an audience he always wel] enter- 
tained. From the very first he gave it 
out that Atlanta was by rights tee home 
of the pennant, and without the slightest 
hesitancy asserted that he would keep it 
right here. 

And in the fall he made good that as- 
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sertion and that making broke up 
Southern League of that era. 

On the 1865 team Atlanta hed a red- 
haired, freckled face second baseman. 
"Twas Red Bittman. Red was a great 
fielder, was fast on his feet, But was 4 
poor sticker. Of course, everybody saw 
Bittman, retained by Blondy, and when 
it was officially announced that he was 
not to wear an Atlanta uniform a great 
howl of indignation went up. Steve, 
the president, and Wally, the sliding sec- 
retary as he was known, were roasted 
toa turn. There wasn't a second base- 
man in the country who could live in 
Bittman’s shadow so fast was he. And 
when it was announced that-Bittman had 
been taken on by Nashville a mighty 
groan went up and all hopes for the pen- 
nart went off on a great drunk. 

Then in 1885 Atlanta had had a mute 
pitcher, Dwundon had made good, and 
naturally all rooters felt sure he would 


be kept.

done i>. the brown. 
1886 was a thing of the past. 
wes in Nashville, while Atlanta was 
fighting hard with Birmingham for last 
place. Gug Schmelz’s star outfielder was 
Walter Goldsby, son of a minister in 
Evansville. He, too, was forgotten by 
Biondy, and when it was announced that 
Nashville had taken him over as mana~ 
ger there was talk: of quitting the game 
altogether. A sore crowd indeed it was, 
and Purcell’'s gathering wes watched 
closely. But the blond wouldn't give out 


artists of that day and time. 
seeped thréugh-the air thar Conway, one 
of Atlanta’s winning pitchers under 


a short time it became known that 
Mappes, the acknowledged catcher of the 
1885 Southern League, was gtill on. That 
was good for a smile among the rooters. 
Cannon Ball Shaffer had been it right 
along with Ramsey, of Chattanooga, and 
Kilroy, of Augusta, both left-handers, 
and both of whom later went to the big 
bal] lots in the east. Great was the in- 
terest in Ghaffer’s future, and when 
Wally and Steve let it out that Atlanta 
would show the cannon pall again in 
1886 some of the old grudge was wiped 
out. Wells, a lad with a slow ball, 
whose stunt in 1885 was hitless games, 
was announced 4s retained, and then 
there was a dearth of news until thie — 
began coming in for spring wo¥k. 
was then that the personnel of the team 
was given out. And here it was: 


Wells, Conway, Shaffer and Van Hal- 
tren, pitchers; . Mappes and Gunson, 
catchers; Lyncn, on first; Stricker, 
who became the greatest what befort 
the end of the season, on second, 
Denny Lyons, with Columbus the year 
before and a great sticker, on third; 
Monk Cline at fhort, Purcell in left, 
Moore of California, and later George 
Schafer in middle, with little Hogan 


in right. 


That team looked good to the expert 
rooter when it had shown 4 stride 
two in the early spring. 
But Bittman, Dundon and Goldsby 
had sunk deep into the hearts of At- 
lanta rooters and they couldn't be for- 
gotten, neither were the ticket buyers 
ever satisfied until the season was far 
advanced and Atlanta's Blondy had 
worked rings all around the old play- 
ers over in Nashville. 

When it came to a show-down Van 
Haltren away out in California balked 
and wouldn't come. Every pressure 
was. brought to bear upon him for he 
was reputed to be @ great pitcher. 
That was long before he proved him- 
' self good in the National League with 
Chicago. Van Haltren preferred the 
'nlack list to the trip and that was 
just what he got. It was years later 
that Chicago paid Atlanta a round 
sum for Van's release. Moore made 
the trip across the continent and was 
probably the first ball player who 
ever came ovr the Rockies to play 
ball in the east. He was a brilliant 
fielder and could smash the sphere 
right out, high or low, right or left— 
any old place he felt disposed to send 
it. In fact there are many reasons to 
believe that Moore was about the 
first hitter seen in the east. Certain 
it is he was the very first ever seen 
in the south. He was stubborn, hard 
to manage and asked for his release. 
He got the blacklist instead and for 
a long time played in California only, 
for the Southern League was under 
protection. It was Chicago, too, that 
gave Atlanta @ good price for him so 
that he might be reinstated. But the 
balance of the team were stars, each 
one, and as a whole the team proved 
bers of the greatest star aggregations 
the south has ever known. 

Right from the jump Atlanta went 
to the front. Nashville was easy, dead 
easy. Still every time the two teams 
came together the contests drew great 
| crowds and every game was watched 
closely. The popularity Bittman, Golds- 
by and Dundon enjoyed right here 
was never allowed to wane. Time and 
time again that Tennessee aggrega- 
tion was given all there Was to give 
within a ball park.

Behind 
the bat Tug Arundle was always 
there with the goods, and without the 
goods, too—when belly pads and pil- 
lows were laying around, That Hotal- 
ing was a brilliant outfielder and was 
one of the swiftest runners in the 
league.

None of these, however, 
are here essential McQuaide’s disap- 
pearance and.his discovery in Chatta- 
nooga on the same morning raised bad 
talk, and at once President Ryan opened 
the wires with Alex Proudfit, of Macon, 
president of the league, asking for the 
appointment of an umpire.

Still 
there were mutterings along the benches. 
especially those sections wherein was tne 
Sporting element, who had up great 
lumps of money on the result. 

The heavens were-cloud hung, and rain 
Seeméd sure, but so intense was the in- 
terest in the contests that little heed 
was pakd the blackness overhead. 


Manager Purcell sent Shaffer yclept 
the canmon ball, to the rubber, with 
Mappes ready to do the receiving act.
